day laid its study of the nation’s pro- 
hibition problem before President 
Hoover. 

The secrecy-surrounded and lengthy 
document, wrapped in ar ordinary 
brown paper envelope, was carried to 
the White House early this morning 
by Chairman Wickersham, and almost 
immediately Mr. Hoover dropped oth- 
er tasks to begin his study of it. 

The president’s engagement list was 
ordered held to a minimum, and if 
expectations at the White House are 
fulfilled he will be able to send it to 
congress, probably with some form of 
message attached, by tomorrow noon. 
It will then be released for publica- 
tion. 

Days before the long-awaited docu- 
ment was placed in Mr. Hoover's 
hands it became known through 
sources close to the commission that 
the majority report of the 11 mem- 
bers, at least, would carry no recom- 
mendation for repeal of the eighteenth 
amendment or modification of the Vol- 
stead act to permit wines or beer. 

Despite the few words that have 
leaked out from behind the commis- 
sion’s long-closed doors, however, the 
main portions of both the majority 
and individual reports have remained 
shrouded in a sefrecy almost unparal- 
leled in Washington.” 

ere Was a general congratulatory 
air at the sparsely inhabited commis- 
sion headquarters during the day, that 
notwithstanding the nearly two years 
of deliberations upon a highly contro- 
versial subject, the tenor of these 
agreements and disagreements have 
been confined mainly to the circle of 
the 11 members. 

Even the transmitting to President 
Hoover of the report was accomplish- 
ed with as much secrecy as possible. 
The energetic 72-year-old commission 
chairman left his Connecticut avenue 
home much earlier than has been his 
custom in recent months. 

Instead of walking to his offices 
by his usually circuitous route that 
for weeks past has Carried him by 
the White House door, he drove di- 
rectly to the front door of the execu- 
tive mansion. He arrived there 
fore 8:45 a. m. and President Hoover 
had not yet gone to his adjoining 
offices.

Schools Term Cut. 

“There are very few counties in 
the state that have been able to pay 
all bills and operating expenses up to 
date and can carry on their schools. 


| These counties not having faith in the 
'state’s promises to pay had decreased 


‘their operating expenses and cut their 
‘school terms below the minimum re- 
‘quired of them by the state, thus de- 
'nying the children of reasonable educa- 
‘tional opportunities. However, nearly 
‘all of the counties in the state, prob- 
ably 95 per cent of them, made ar- 
'rangements for the operation of their

Fulsome Praise.

“I would, therefore, faves legisla- 
tion designed on the basis as pre- 
pared by Congressman Patman, of 
Texas, granting that the facts he has 
submitted are correct, but I would 
oppose settling with the ex-soldiers 
on a modified basis which would ce- 
prive them and their families in case 
of death before maturity of policies, 
of full benefits.” 

Mr. Bass, whose statement was is- 
sued at the request of numerous Legion 
posts over the state. said that while 
the legislation introduced at the pres- 
ent session of congress was not spon- 
sored by the American Legion but by 
individua! members, 60 per cent of 
the Legion posts in Georgia have 
passed resolutions favoring cashing 
the certificates. - 

Continuing, Mr. Bass says: 

“Personally, I have been in some 
doubt as to the feasibility of the gdév- 
ernment’s cashing these certificates, 
for the reason that I feared the gov- 
ernment might not be willing to pay 
them on full face value as would oc- 
cur at the end of 20 years, or on -he 
most beneficial basis. A letter froin 
Colonel John Thomas Taylor, vice 
chairman national legislation commit- 
tee, the American Legion, confirms 
this doubt.”

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 19.—(4) 
Five bills designed to tax afd further 
regulate bus companies in Tennessee 
were introduced in the house of rep- 
resentatives tonight as the third week 
of the 67th general assembly got un- 
der way. 

Meeting in night session, both 
houses considered only local measures 
on final reading, adjourning until to- 
morrow when the joint committees 
named to investigate the state govern- 
ment will announce the appointment 
of auditors and investigators. 

Under the resolution, the committee 
will make a complete inquiry into 
state affairs, an inquiry demanded 
since three banks closed with more 
than $6,000,000 of state funds on de- 
posit. 

The bus measures, introduced by 
Representative Toler. of Paris. would
